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DEATH OF “TULE D‘D.” 


A Remarkable Character Well Known te 
Old Californians. 

Old “Tule Dad,” a remarkable ©) im 
tain man, who eerly made a neine pencn st 
bunters andi Indian fichters o! the Sicrras. 
crossed over to the golien shore about ten 
days agoat Jess valiev, Modoc county, Ca! 
He had reached the creat age of 103 \ears 
and died at last with mind unimpaired anc 
vigorous és when he had but just p i hi 
half century mark. “Tule Dad” was ter 
somewhere in Missouri at the time St. L 


Was the headquarters of severnl big fur trac 


ing companies. It was by enlisting as a 
hunter with one of these that be found his 
way through the Rockies and eventually 
across the Sierras to California. : 

“Tule Dad” is remembered by a number of 
old Californians who are now in the Com- 
stock. They looked upon him as being a 
wonderful old man in the “days of '49,” winen 
Gold was first discovered. He wes a man 
who preferred hunting and Indian fighting to 
gold digging. 

A story is told of him which will bear re 


peating. Inthe early days some men who | 


@ere camped on the banks of the Sacramento 
Miver, above Marysville, on the Fourth of 
July, concluded to celebrate the day. They 
began firing guns and pistols, and for an hour 
a twokeptupa lively fusilade. Presently 
their attention was attracted to half a dozen 
vilack objects boLbing up and down on the 
waters of the river. As these objects drew 
nearer they were seen to be men swimming 
across the stream, with their clothing and 
guus on their heads. As soon as the swim- 
mers 2ot within hearing distance of the party 
on the shore, the leader of them sang out: 
“Whar’s the war?” 

That was old Tule Dad. He was then 6 
years of age, and was alle to outswem even 
the youngest of his companions, especially 
When he thoucht there was a chance for a 
bout with the reds. Such fights be looked 
upon as regular, legitimate “war.” 

He anda party of Missouri friends had, it 
seems, been duck hunting on the opposite 
shore among the tules, and, hearing the firing, 
imagined that an Indian fight was gong on. 
They therfore swam the river in order to 
take a hand in the fun. 

The man’s right name was Samuel K. Mat- 
ney. He never married, and the reason he 
gave for it was that he could not “split an 
armful of oven wood in half a minute.” He 
said that the women always surg out that 
aminute.” Half a minute, he said, was too 
short a time for him. The old aman was con 
scious to the last, and was aware that bis end
